Not in a quarter of a century h.ave two Amerii-an 
races to be run over long distances of .ground dr.-iwn 
groups of entries more formidable than the those 
naineil to st.iit in The .Tockey Club Stakes and the 
Autumn Gold Cup. These races hid fair to bring 
into competi ion thorouglibreds capable of reviving 
by the quality of tlieir racing tlie b«‘st traditions 
of the .Cnuiial Champion, the Century, the Itri.ghton 
Cup, the Municipal Haiuiicap :nid the Itelmoat 
Park antttnin weiglit-for-age race, famous specials 
at distances rungiiig en from one mile and a half 
to two miles and a quarter that rarely failed in j 
tlieir successive reneMals to liriug togeilier .Amer- 
ica’s bc'st long-distance running thorouglibreds and 
to develop spirited contests. It is early to be 
atteiuptiiig a forecast of Tlie .lockc.v t'lii!) Stakes 
and Autumn Gold Cup fields. But souie idea of 
the possibilities of the two races may be got by 
an inspection of tlieir rosters of eligildes.

The Whitney aggregation , 
comprises Prudery, Ararat, Exodus and Dartmoor, while the Ross representatives are Star Voter, I 
Intrigante, Registrar and the newly acquired Sailing B., bought Sunday from E. Herz at private | 
terms. Leonardo II. and Serapis v/ill carry the colors of James W. McClelland. Nancy Lee, 
Smoke Screen, Oriole and Step Lightly are the more prominent of the other overnight 
acceptances. 

On the eve ot the big race it appears as if Leonardo II. will go to the post favorite, but 
Prudery, queen of the two-year-old fillies of the year, will not lack supporters, her sma.shing 
victory in the Spinaway Stakes Saturday confirming the previously held high opinion of her 
lacing prowe.s.s and adding to her already long list of admirers.

Closing July I Last — How They 
Have Grown. 



SYDNEY, X. S. W., Australia, July 20.— Tl.e 
govermnent of New Sontli Wales, Anstraliii, de- 
rived a revenue of $2,021,882 from betting taxes 
for )Iie year up to Jiil.v 1. 1920. In the previous 
year tiie taxes amounted to $1,298.4.'»0. Of the 
former amount, bixikmakers. racing clubs and ticket 
atainp diit.v gave .8!Hl«t,7:J2 and tlie totalizator 
$l.ll."i.l50. Tlie volume of betting M-as so miicli 
Iieavier during the recent financial year tliat stamp 
duty Mu.s paid on ,T,58S.193 more tickets than in 
1918-19, and the increase in revenue from that 
source was abniint $1(!3.320. If the suggestion of 
an increased ticket tax is carried out, it will he 
a liig item this year. 

The amounts received from Ixxikmakers indicate 
an Increase in tlieir ranks, and the racing clubs 
Iiave also m-ide miicli Iieavier pa.vnients from book- 
makers’ fees than in 1918-19. .\s compared vrith 

1917-18 tiie revenue received by the state from 
Iietting has more tlian doiilded. For tliat year 
tlie total was $5)97,977, of wliieli $414,010 came 
from the totalizator. Now tlie iiiacliine is coii- 
triliiiting more than all the otlier sources.

Abadane Easy Winner of Amster- 
dam Stakes — The Porter 
Takes His Race.

S.\R.\TOG.V. X. Y„ ,\iigiist 30 . — A spectacular 
fall, luckily devoid of aii.v serious results, came 
in the last thirty yards of the fifth race, and 
tliree horses with their jockeys piled in a heap, 
giving the occupants of tlie grandstand mneh eou- 
cerii for tlie safety of the fallen riders. The fail 
ciiine as a result of War Marvel, in second place 
and fighting it out M'lth War (Jod, swerving and 
interfering M-itii tlie latter. In his effort to save 
liimself <-aroniiiig into tlie fence. Rohinsnn on War 
God attempted to take him back, and in doing so 
must have cansixl the horse to cross his legs and 
fall. Dunboyne, nearest to him with Schuttinger 
up. was uiialde to steer clear of the prostrate horse 
ami somersaulted over him. to he followed soon by 
3'iirner on Pilgrim. Schuttinger and Robinson 
quickly scrambled to their feet and instinctively 
rolled under the fence. Turner was only semi- 
conscious for a time, but siicceedetl after a wliile 
in walking to the jockeys’ quarters, wliere exam- 
ination showed him to liave sustained a torn slioul- 
drr ligament and slinking up generally. He will 
)te out of the saddle for at least a week. Diiii- 
Ixi.vne got up limping, hut tlie other horses were 
seemingly none tiie worse for Oieir tumble. The 
stewards immeiliatel.v began interrogating Jockey 
Rodriguez and later sent for Robinson. After har- 
ing tlie statements of the two riders wiio figured 
cliiefly in bringing about tlie fall tlie stewards dis- 
qualified War Marvel and gave Salvestra second 
place and Red Red Rose third. Both had been 
beaten off. Iiiit by virtue of avoiding tlie fallen 
ois's, coupled with the disqualification, secured a 
IMirtion of the luirse. Eion d’Or, the winner, was 
in front after displacing Dunboyne on the stretch 
turn and was winning easily when the fall came. 

I’rohahly due to a belief that a muddy track 
would Ix' the rule this afternoon on account of 
rains during tlie night, the different dashes were 
reduced li.v withdrawals to small numbers, but, con- 
trary to expectations, the going was firm and fast 
tinip came in those daslips wliere tlie Ixttter grade 
of luiises started. 

Tile ,\msterdaiii Stakes at one mile tinder sell- 
ing (onditious was iureiided as tlie feature, liiit 
was overshadowed h.v sc'veral of tlie other dashes, 
the mile lianiii<-ap liringiiig togetlier The Porter, 
Eiiiietta and Bridesman among the starrors, dis- 
placing the stakes in ixiint of interest. 

PURSES OF STAKE PROPORTIONS. 

A pro-rata division of tlie surplus fund accrued 
from Frida.v and Satiirda.v’s bidding up in selling 
claiming races caused an increase to this after- 
noon’s purses comiiiensnrate to stake pro|xirtioi. 
.\s a matter of fact, the .$1.9.30 net that the win- 
ner of tile .Amsterdiini Stakes received wns T.ir 
less tlian an.v of tlie winners in tlie otlier daslns 
received. Tlie foiirtli and fifth races laid the siih- 
staiitial sums of $2,907.29 as their resix^otive piu's» 
mone.v and $2,707.20 was allotted in eaoli iiistanep 
to tiie first, third and sixlli race. 

Ijirry Watcrbnry’s .\badane, an overwhelming 
favorite, mms rotiinied tlie winner of the Amster- 
dam Stakes and liis siiceess was acliieved in easy 
st.vle, for lie dieM' awa.v from Electeil II., the early 
pacemaker. Mitli ease after rounding into the 
stretcii. Electi'd II. Iiad little difficiilt.v in lenu- 
iiig Mint Cat to tlic finisii, M'ith Manoevre follow- 
ing. far hacK. 

E. B. Mclx-au’s Tlie Porter, wliich is rated M;itli 
the lx“st and lias lx‘en a starter here several times, 
finally managed to score the first purse he has 
taken doMii since liis Keutuck.v victories. He 
slioM’ed fine form in keeping pace M’itli the speed.v 
Eiinetta under restraint and drew away in the 
stretcii Mlien Eyke called on him to Min as tlie 
rider pleased. 

Eiinetta ran a gooil race to outstay Bridesman 
M'itli ease fOi- second place. 

Out Flag, parrying W. S. Kilmer’s silks. shoMcd 
a crack iierforiniince in tiie final ra«e in taking tl c> 
purse from Hildiir. M'ith Sedgeficld in tliird pliiee. 
llildnr and Pagan Pan set out as if they M'oiild di-i- 
tance the otliers, Init Pagan I’aii soon gave way 
and Hildiir aiipcared a certain winner after he 
reached tiie stretcii, but Oiir Flag, having begun 
sloM'Jy. cicsed an immense gap and literally ran 
inviiy from Hildiir in tlie last sixteentli. Hildur 
staved off the tlircatening riisli of Sedgeficld and 
landed second place liandil.v. 

FAUNUS FURNISHES UPSET. 

Josepli ilarroiie’s Fauniis furnished an upset in 
tiie second race, wiilcli lie m'oii from WedgM'ixxl 
and Ingleirest. Chevalier and Rancoens absorbed 
the most Ixdting attention liere. but figured scantily 
in the niiining. Raiicocas’ failure might have bi‘eii 
due to ills quarter mile riiiiiiM'ii.v before the start, 
for lie failed to slioM' miicIi speed. Faiinns M'lis en- 
tered for $2. .">00 and hid iqi to $.">.700, at which 
figure lie was sold to tlie Islip Stahle. 

W. R. Tolmie’s Glen Well started the backers 
off in good style and incidentally graduated from 
tlie maiden ranks by an easy victory in the opener.

Development of Thoroughbred 
Breeding Industry Apparent. 



Liberality of Nominations to Fu- 
ture Kentucky Races Indicates 
Confidence of Breeders.

iilK-rality with wliieli nominal ions have la'i-n mad" 
for tlie Keiitm-ly JiH-kcy Clnli Stakes, to lie de- 
cided ill 1921. ::iid the Breeders’ Futurity and I«i- 
toiiia Clm'.iipioiiship Stakes, to lie ilecided in KI22. 
Thesi* raei'S closed on July 1, the Keiitiieky Jiwkey 
Club Stakes attract iiig 346 iiomiiiatie.ns. tlie Breed- 
ers’ Futurity 558 and the Litonia Cliuinpioiisliip 
32.5. 

'I’lio ereatie.n of these great races is part of tlie 
forward ItMiking isdiey determined on liy tlie new 
Kentucky Jm-key ('lull last year for promoting the 
devolopment and conservation in tlie I’nlted States 
of tlie highest types of long distance running llior- 
oiiglilireds. the eoiitiniioiis prialiietion of whieb ill 
vast nuiiibers lias In'cn deelareil by the liigliest 
military autliority to be indisiiensable to effective 
national defcnsi'. 

To win sueli juvenile specials as tlie Breeders’ 
Futurity and the Kentucky Joekey Club Stakes, 
which will always be run in tlie fall of the year, 
and siieli a tliree-year-old special as the Latonia 
Championship, liorsemen iiiiist in future refrain 
from overraeing tlieir good two-.vear-old colts and 
fillies tlirnugli the spring and early summer, Im>- 
fore tlieir bones and museles liave liecome siif- 
fieieiitly mature to enable them to stand the rigors 
of liard training and racing without tlie risk of in- 
jury of a permanent character. 

That tlior'iugldired production is fast assiiniiiig 
the eliaraeter of a great national industr.v is evi- 
denced by the number of tlie states represented 
among the nominations for these speeiaLs. Mary- 
land, whicli up to a eouple of years back was a 
negligible factor in tborouglibreil production, takes 
rank with Kentucky and Virginia and New 5'ork 
as a leading contributor to tlie Kentuek.v Joekey 
Club Stakes, the Breeders’ Futurity and the Latonia 
Clianipionship. One of the lieaviest nominators of 
Mar.vland is William Woodward, founder of tlie 
Belair Stud of Briiiee George County, one of wliose 
yearlings — a colt by M'raek — Medora — brouglit tlie 
third biggest jiriee realizeii in the course of the 
recent yearling sales at Saratoga. Another for- 
midablo Maryland nominator is Commander J. K. 
L. Koss of Montreal, wlioso Ross Farms Stud, 
domielled in Howard Coiint.v, is now tlie homo of 
Cudgel, greatest of the recent sons of Bruomstiek, 
and is sixiii to lie the abiding idace of Sir Barton, 
the leading money winner of 1919 and tliu clianipioii 
of tlie older division of racers of 1920. In a few 
years Cominauder Ross, whose Maryland breeding 
investment has reached $1,0(I().000 already, will be 
one of the greatest thoroughbred producers on tlie 
continent. In addition to naming for the Ken- 
tneky specials various foals aiul yearlings bred in 
Maryland. Commander Ross is a nominator of some 
fifteen or twent.v budding racers that were foalml 
on bis farm at Von-heres, wbieli is in the Canadian 
Iiroviiiee of (Jueliee. Other Maryhiiiil nominators 
of eoiisequeiiee are Ricliard F. Carman, proprietor 
of the Camundale Stud, and .Vlfred Hennen Morris 
and Rol«-rt J. Walden, proprietors of tlie Bowling 
Brook Stud, wliieh lias been reorganized and re- 
stocked.
